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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is a reply to the Paper filed 10 September 2004 in response to the 
Non-Final Office Action mailed 15 March 2004. Claims 1-5 and 8-15 were considered in the 15 
March Office Action. Claims 1,5, 11 and 12 were amended in the 10 September Paper, Claims 
1-5 and 8-15 are pending and under considerafion. 

Response to Amendment 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 1 12 ^ 

Rejection of claims 1-5 and 8-15 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as lacking 
enablement for the full scope of the claimed subject matter is withdrawn in view of the 
amendments to the claims. 

Rejection of claim 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite is 
withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims. 

Neyv Grounds Necessitated by Amendment 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 1 12 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, m such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-5 and 8-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. 

The MPEP states, "[i]f new matter is added to the claims, the examiner should reject the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph-written description requirement. In re Rasmussen, 
650F.2dl212,211 USPQ 323 (CCPA 1981)." (MPEP § 2163.06). The MPEP further states, 
"[w]henever the issue arises, the fundamental factual inquire is whether a claim defines an 
invention that is clearly conveyed to those skilled in the art at the time the application was 
filed... If a claim is amended to include subject matter, limitations, or terminology not present in 
the application as filed, involving a departure from, addition to, or deletion from the disclosure of 
the application as filed, the examiner should conclude that the claimed subject matter is not 
described in the application" (M, § 2163.02). The introduction of claim changes which involve 
narrowing the claims by introducing elements or limitations which are not supported by the as- 
filed disclosure is a violation of the written description requirement of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph. See, e.g., Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed, 
Cir. 1996). 

In the instant case, the claims have been amended such that they are directed to a method 
of stimulating growth and differentiation of mammahan pancreatic epithelial cells wherein said 
pancreatic cells are isolated from adult pancreas. Applicant does not indicate where support for 
the method practiced with cells isolated from adult pancreas can be found in the originally filed 
application and, upon carefully reviewing the original disclosure, the Examiner can find no 
implicit or explicit support for isolating pancreatic epithelial cells from adult pancreas or 
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stimulating growth and differentiation of cells isolated from adult pancreas. Therefore, absent 
evidence to the contrary, the recitation of the method as practiced using cells isolated from adult 
pancreas constitutes new matter.
